Washington, March 16.—(Spectal.)—The 
giministration has abandoned its effort to 
force an early adjournment of congress.

of the receipt of the report of the Maine 
board an@ the determination of a definite 
policy in this Cuban business, that Pres!- 
dent McKinley and his advisers have aban- 
doned the idea of getting congress ‘“‘off his 
hands.” 

Speaker Reed has used his every effort 
to hold the republicans in line for early 
gdiournment, with the idea of leaving the 
settlement of the Spanish-Cuban question 
inthe hands of the president, but for once 
he has found that he would not be able to 
control many republican members of the 
house. 

This discovery explains the specific dec- 
latgtion which General Grosvenor made 
onthe floor of the house today, that there 
—ani.hbe no effort and was no desire on 
the part of the administration to control 
the action of congress. 

Congress Growing Impatient. 

For the first time since the destruction 
of the Maine that calamity and the general 
Spanish and Cuban question was talked of 
on the floor of congress. That it should 
have been alluded to even now shows that 
the tension is becoming too great and that 
i? evidence of a desire to delay multiply, 
@bate on the entire question will be pre- 
cipitated and action by congress will be 
forced, ; 

Perhaps it is in recognition of this feel- 
ing that the impression is given out at the 
navy department today that the report 
from the Maine board will soon be in 
Washington. While some of those whose 
guesses on matters pertaining to the ad- 
ministration are usually very accurate are 
talking of its being delayea@ for two or 
three weeks yet, it is the general opinion 
that the report will not be much longer 
reaching the president. 

Will Demand Maine Report. 

A movement was inaugurated among the 
democrats of the house today looking to a 
faucus to determine methods of 
Vigorous action in case it becomes apparent 
that the president intends to hold up the 
report of this board after he receives it.

GROSVENOR DEFENDS PRESIDENT 


Says McKinley Is Not Trying To 
Bring About Adjournment. 


Washington, March 16.—The postoflice sp- 
Propriation bill, which was technically the 
subject before the house, was almost lost 
track of in the debate today. As on yes- 
terday, numerous topics were discussed, 
but today for the first time the Cuban- 
Spanish question, which had been kept in 
the background heretofore. forged to the 
front. The subject of Hawaljan annexation 
also came in for more attention today. 

Mr. Williams, democrat, of Mississippi, 
was first recognized, and in a speech of 
forty minutes replied to the speech made 
by Mr. Tawney yesterday in favor of 
Hawaiian annexation. Mr. Williams is a 
member of the foreign affairs committee, 
and his remarks received close attention. 
He directed his attack particularly against 
the contention of Mr. Tawney that the 
traditional policy of this government was 
not opposed to annexation. 

Mr. Cochrayw democrat, of Missourl, in 
commenting on the existing situation, de- 
clares that those who stood close to the 
stock tickers in London and New York 
seemed to be more powerfur: than the 
united and solemn voice of the American 
people, which for months’ had been erying 
out for the recognition of the Cuban bel- 
ligerents. Stock jobbers on two continents 
had so far proved to be the only actual 
intervention in Cuban affairs. 


“Do vou not believe we should recognize: 


the importance of Cuba?” asked Mr. Sulzer, 
democrat of New York. 

“I do not,” replied Mr. Cochran. ‘The 
recognition of belligerency would clothe the 
insurgents with sufficient power to negotiate 
honorable peace. If we should intervene 
our trouble would have just begun. TIT fear 
if the administration should intervene it 
would be as the attorney of the bond- 


holders, rather than as the friend of the) 


insurgents.” 
In conclusion Mr. Cochran referred to 
the current rumor that the president de- 


sired an immediate adjournment in order + 


that he might be able to settle the Spanish 
affair without interference from congress. 
Statement of Grosvenor. 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, re- 
Plied to this statement,immediately. At 
first he spoke in a semi-humorous vein. 
He desired, he said, to make a brief state- 
ment in reply to this story which was float- 
ing around to the effect that the president 
was about to take the house of represen- 
tatives by the throat, abolish the United 
States senate and proceed to the settle- 
ment of all of our foreign complications 
with the aid of the representatives of the 
people. It should be remembered, he con- 
tinued, in weighing such reports, that con- 
gress was an independent power, the ex- 
isterce of which could not be ended under 
the constitution. It would probably con- 
tinue longer than the Cuban question. Mr. 
Grosvenor said he spoke of this measure 
with some hesitation, because after read- 
ing the newspape's he someti nes doubted 
his independent existence. When he spoke 
for himself they insisted that he spoke for 
somebody else. He did not pretend to know 
more than the humblest citizen, yet, he 
said, he took the responsibility of stating 
that the suggestion that the president had 
fixed a date for the adjournment of con- 
gress, or desired to fix a date, or had ex- 
pressed a hope that congress would adjourn 
by a certain date, was absolutely without 
foundation and ridiculous in the bargain. 
Congress could not adjourn except by a 
majority vote of its membersg and he had 
no doubt that every member, responsible 
to his conscience and his country, would 
do his duty, as he saw it, in the matter of 
adjournment, as in everything else. 

Mr. Norton, democrat, of Uhio, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Grosvenor, expressed his amaze- 
ment that the republican side of the house 
had been so long silent in the face of the 
outrages and indignities heaped upon this 
government by Spain. He could not under- 
stand why ‘the (Maine ‘had been sent to Ha- 
vana harbor. It was said to have been the 
act of one friendly nation toward another. 

‘‘Mr. Chairman,” he continued, ‘no 
foot of water or land over which the 
Spanish flag ever floated has been for 
one hour friendly to the American Sov- 
ernment. (Applause.) From the hour of 
the (birth of the nation Spain has been 
hostile to us. The recollections that 
come to us should bring the blush of 

» shame, aye, humility, mortification, re- 

morse, anger to the cheek of every 
American upon this floor. Think of the 
Virginius case, and say that Spain has 
any idea of being friendly to this gov- 
ernment. Her line is a crimson thread 
running through the centuries—a line 
of deceit and treachery to this govern- 
ment and every other she could deceive 
or rob. In 1873, when she attempted to 
murder fifty-three Americans, but only 
succeeded in kiNing twelve, Grant—God 
bless his name, and all honor to his 
courage and manhood, hf¢ bravery and 
his Americanism—was ready to inter- 
vene. Hamilton Fish said that the na- 
tion that would permit such an outrage 
to go unpunished was not fit to live. 
Yet sixteem months elapsed and then 
this government made a compromise 
that will be a stain and blot upon its 
escutcheon for a thousand years and ac- 
cepted $80,000 to pay for the insult to its 
honor. Why? For the same reasons 
that prevail now? 

“Tt love the president of the United 
States. He is a son of Ohio and I know 
if left to himself he would exercise his 
judgment, his Monesty and his patriot- 
ism, as perhaps no other man in the 
country would do, but as he is,- with a 
trocha drawn about him that would re- 
quire the strength, the courage and 
the genius of a god to surmount, he, 
too, wi® take the position of Grant and 
Fish and see humiliation and disgrace 
perch wpon our banner. 

‘‘A few days ago we surrendered the 
rights of congress by voting to the 
president an emergency fund of $.- 
000,000. If war was not upon us we had 
no right to make that appropriation, 
and the president should give back to 
this house the confidence we reposed in 
him. Why does not the administration 
explain to this side of the house the 
emergency? We on this side are ready 
to go forward, but we demand what we 
ought to have had. free speech and an 
honest understanding of the situation; 
that we may know and ask of the presi- 
dent: ‘What of the hour?” 

Mr. Slayden, democrat, of Texgs, con- 
tributed something to the controversy rela- 
tive to the advantages possessed by the 
southern coal mines.

Madrid Paper Calls on Its Government 
to Demand His Recall. 


SAYS HE IS A GREAT ENEMY 


That No Other Country Would Tolerate 
Him as aConsul. 


SOME SAUCY WORDS ABOUT INDEMNITY 


Spaniards Would Fight Before They 
Would Pay a Cent to the United 
States.

Madrid, March 16.—The Imparcial today 
devotes its leading article to the United 
States consul general in Cuba, General 
Fitzhugh Lee. It remarks that he is “* 
factor in the Cuban problem to which suffi- 
cient attention has not been paid,’’ add- 


ing: 

“In no capital of Europe would a full 
blown ambassador be allowed to do What 
this consular agent indulges in with im- 
munity in Cuba. This gentleman lets no 
chance go by of showing in what quarter 
lie his sympathies and good will. Does 
any difficulty arise between his country 
and Spain, he increases it; does friction 
arise between the two countries, he does 
his best to add to it; his reports are al- 
ways hostile to our country and very 
often full of falsehood. The insurgents look 
upon him as a protector, the Spaniards as 
an enemy. A paper of his own country has 
hinted, many European papers have stated, 
that he belongs to the syndicate who wish 
to buy up Cuba, and every indication indi- 
cates the truth of this statement. His mal- 
evolerce against our country is so mark- 
ed that it has been noted even by. the 
New York papers which are no way pre- 
disposed in our favor. 

“It is, therefore, not surprising that Eng- 
lish, French and German papers have fre- 
quently asked: ‘Why does not Spain re- 
quest the United States to replace an offi- 
cial, who, far from being a bond of union 
between the two countries, is an open ele- 
ment of discord and strife.’ 

“That is the question we, too, ask. Is our 
government so timid and frightened that it 
dare not present a petition to a govern- 
ment with which it is assured it is on 
friendly terms? If that friendship really 
existed the United States would find no 
dificulty in relieving an official, who, far 
from improving the friendship, does his 
level best daily to interrupt it. Further- 
more, as Lee was sent to Havana by 
Cleveland, and it is usual to have a clean 
sweep of functionaries with a new presi- 
dent, McKinley must have plenty of adher- 
ents who wc.ld admirably suit the position.

THEY WILL PAY NO INDEMNITY. 


Madrid Papers Say the Whole of Spain 
will Fight First. 
Madrid, March 16.—E?t Correo today quotes 
the following from the Correspondencia 
‘Militar: 


“Raising its voice, the yankee govern- 
ment already speaks of ultimata and dec- 
larations of war. They judge the spirit of 
the Spanish people by the flabbiness of her 
rulers and insult one or the other with the 
insolence of a bully in front of aweakling 
incapable of self-defense. This is a great 
ee the North American republic com- 
mits. 

“If our government commits the indignity 
of even considering the payment of the 
indemnity with which we are threatened, 
if an ultimatum be sent us and is made 
public, then will come the explosion, and 
there will then be no way of avoiding war, 
for the gloves will not be picked up by 
the government, but by the people of Spain, 
by the army, by the live forces of the 
country, by all who represent anything in 
the nation.’’ 2 


THEY WOULD NOT SELL’ CUBA. 


Spaniards State That No Parliament 
Would Consent. 

Madrid, March 16.—A semi-official agency 
today publishes the following announce- 
ment: 

“Tt is useless to talk of the sale of Cuba. 
The question could not be arranged except 
by parliament, and it is impossible that 
any Spanish chamber would agree to sell 
the island at any price.” 

The financial press comments upon the 
facility with which Spain has supported 
heavy financial burdens acquired on ac- 
count of the insurrections in Cuba and the 
Philippine island, and points out that al- 
though since Senor Sagasta has been 
premier the cost of the wars has exceeded 
300,000,000 pesetas, the note circulation of 
the Bank of Spain has only increased from 
1,174,926,306 to 1,259,630,6450 pesetas. Upon 
this showing the press asserts that no 
doubt should a fresh loan be required, it 
could be raised as easily as was the loan 
a year ago. 

El] Heraldo in a very concillatory article 
said in official circles to be inspired, after 
pooh-poohing the ‘fiction that Spain de- 
sires to provoKe war,” says: 

“If the United States really wishes peace 
and Spain is resolved to maintain it, let 
each go half way, and the pacification of 
Cuba and the tranquillity of Europe will 
be accomplished.”’ 


BOUGHT AN ITALIAN CRUISER. 


United States Said To Have Pur- 
chased Another Fine Warship. 
London, March 16.—According to a special 
dispatch from Rome, Admiral Brin, the 
Italian minister of marine, in an ambigu- 
ous reply in the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday, gave the impression that the United 
States had purchased the armored cruiser 

Carlo Alberto. 

The Carlo Alberto is a steel-armored 
cruiser of 6,500 tons, 325 feet long, 59 feet 
in the bottom and with a maximum 
draught of twenty-two feet eleven inches 
end was built in Spezia in 1896. She has 
a speed of twenty Knots; her normal coal 
supply is a thousand tons and her Italian 
complement is 460 men. She carried twelve 
six-inch quick-firing guns, six4.7-inch, two 
2.9-inch, ten 2.2-inch. 


WANT TO RETURN TO DUTY. 


Maine’s Officers Anxious To Get Away 
from Havana. 

Havana, March 16.—The officers of the 
Maine who remain here are disappointed 
at not being ordered north and believe 
they will not be sent back to the United 
States until it is certain the court of in- 
quiry into the loss of the battleship Maine 
will not return to Havana. 

With the arrival of the big derrick Chief 
and other machinery the wrecking work 
already shows signs of progress.

HOW LGNG EXPLAINS CHANGE 


Says It Is Not Because of Spain's Protest 
Against the Warship.

CARRIES OUT ORIGINAL PROGRAMME 


That It Was the Intention of the 
Government To Relieve’ the 
Montgomery as Soon as the 
Fern Had Unloaded 
the Food Supplies. 


Washington, March 16.—The main devel- 
opment in the Spanish situation today was 
in connection with the representations s1b- 
mitted by the Spanish government to the 
state department concerning the assem- 
bling of a large fleet of American warships 
at Key West, the war preparations and the 
influence which these will have on the ap- 
proaching elections in Cuba’ These repre- 
sentations were exactly in line with the 
semi-official utterances given in these dis- 
patches last night and accredited to a high 
official conversant with the views of the 
Spanish cabinet. While these representa- 
tions cannot properly be regarded as a 
protest against the attitude and acts of 
the United States government, it May un- 
questionably be set down as a remonstrance 
calculated to thave an effect in European 
court circles. Not, however, being a tech- 
nical protest, the stdtement has not called 
forth any official rejoinder on the part of 
the state department, for it is lacking in 
tangible accusations, being rather -an ar- 
gumentative presentation of alleged Span- 
ish grievances. 

Fern Leaves for Havana. 

The Fern sailed for Havana from Key 
West this afternoom Bhe g0es to relieve 
the Montgomery as a home for the officers 
engaged in supervising the wrecking ope- 
rations in Havana harbor. It may be 
stated unequivocally that the Montgomery 
is not withdrawn owing to any suggestion 
from Spanish sources that her presence is 
not desired. It was the announced inten- 
tion of Secretary Long when the cruiser was 
sent to Havana to Keep here there only 
so long as the Fern should be engaged in 
the work of distributing relief among the 
sufferers of eastern Cuba. This task hav- 
ing been performed and owing to the re- 
turn of the court of inquiry from Havana, 
there being fewer persons to accommo- 
date, the Fern, which is much better 
equipped than the Montgomery to assist 
in the wrecking operations, is returned to 
her position. 

Up to the close of office hours the navy 
department, though it Knew officially that 
the court of inquiry had come over to Key 
West from Havana, was not informed ag 
to the findings or plans of the court. 

Purchase of a Yacht. 

The late Mr. Ogden Goelet’s yacht May- 
flower was purchased by the government 
today. It is said that the object of the 
navy department is tO provide as quickly 
as possible a number of picket boats of 
good speed and seagoing ability to act as 
scouts and also aid our ironelads and more 
expensive vessels in Operating against tor- 
pedo boats. 

A large number of private yachts have 
been offered to the department and other 
acquisitions of the same type as the May- 
flower may be expected. 

The fleet off Key West will be augmented 
Within the next day or two by the arrival 
of the gunboat Annapolis, the torpedo 
boat Foote, and the naval tugs Leyden and 
Samoset, while the gunboat Helena is 
now on her way from the European sta- 
tion under orders to report at Key West. 
The Helena reported her arriva] today at 
Funchal, on her way to join the fleet. 
These and ‘the other vessels previously 
ordered to that port constitute the largest 
assemblage of war vessels made since the 
demonstration following the Virginius 
affair, and considering effectiveness and 
armament, it is the strongest assemblage 
of ships, for other than review purposes, 
since the war. 

Fleet at Key West. 

The fleet now at Key West and Tortugas 
is as follows: Cruiser New York, battle- 
ship Massachusetts, battleship Indiana, 
battleship Jowa, battleship Texas, cruiser 
Detroit, gunboat Nashville, cruiser Marble- 
head, dispatch boat Fern, torpedo boats 
Dupont, Cushing, Porter, Winslow and 
Ericsson. To these will s00n be added the 
five vessels now en route there. In addi- 
tion to these the Montgomery is at Ha- 
vana and is practically a part’of the fleet: 
the gunboats Wilmington and Castine and 
cruiser Cincinnati are at Barbadoes, the 
Newport at Colon, with the Puritan, New- 
ark, Amphitrite and other ships of the 
north Atlantic squadron at other points 


} along the coast further northward. 


In point of numbers the fleet under Rear 
Admiral Case on January 3, 1874, following 
the Virginius affair, was considerably 
larger. Although formidable in its day, 
this aggregation was made up of the old 
style of wooden ships. monitors which had 
gone through the civil war and every avail- 
able craft that could bear guns. Com- 
pared with the modern battleships and 
cruisers of the new navy it wae insignifi- 
cant in tonnage and general effectiveness. 

It is noteworthy, however, that this for- 
midable gathering of ships was at the 
same point as the present gathering and 
during a critical period with Spain and 
that it did not eventuate in war. 


Alger Makes Big Requisitions. 


Secretary Alger has made requisitions on 
the president for two large allotments from 
the appropriation of 90,000,000 for national 
defense. One is for $5,000,000 for the use of 
the engirieer department of the army in 
the completion of certain fortification 
works along the Atlantic and gulf coasts 
now in progress, and the other is for $2,225.,- 
000 for ordnance for the use of the army. 
It is claimed.that all of this money is 
meeded to cover contracts made by the

| Avenue Destroyed. 


HUNDREDS OF PERSONS IN IT 


Search of the Debris Necessary To As- 
certain the Fatalities. 


| MEN JUMPED FROM SIXTH STORY WINDOWS 


———— 


Mashed to Death on Pavement Below. 
Several Persons Known To Have 
Been Suffocated by Smoke. 


Chicago, March 16.—It required just twen- 
ty minutes this afternoon for one of the 
most savage fires Chicago has seen since 
the famous cold storage warehouse fire on 
the world’s fair grounds, in 1895, to take 
anywhere from five to fifteen lives, maim 
thirty people and reduce a six-story brick 
building—215 to 221 Wabash avenue—to a 
pile of blazing timbers, red hot bricks and 
twisted iron. 

The number of dead is still in doubt 
and probably will not be definitely known 
until the debris of the building is sufticient- 
ly cooled to admit of a search being made 
for the bodies of those who are undoubted- 
ly in the ruins. This will be two days hence 
at least. Three men are known to be dead. 
They are:

The Burned Building. 


The building was six stories high, had a 
frontage of 58 feet on Wabash avenue and 
extended back 16 feet to an alley. It was 
of what is known as mill construction, had 
two elevator shafts, one in front and one 
in the rear, and reaching from the third 
story to the roof was a light shaft, which 
gave the flames every chance, and it was 
because of this shaft that the fire spread 
with such awful rapidity. The building was 
occupled by a number of concerns, some 
of them employing large numbers of peo- 
ple. It fs estimated that 400 people were 
at work in the building when the fire was 
discovered. 

The origin of the fire is in dispute. By 
come it is sald to have been caused by an 
explosion of collodine in the wall paper 
warerooms of Alfred Peats, on the third 
floor, and by others to have been the re- 
sult of an explosion among some photo- 
graphic chemicals in the photographic sup- 
ply house of Sweet. Wallach &.Co., on the 
sixth floor. Employees of both concerns 
deny that there was any explosion in their 
vicinity. 

The weight of evidence seems to be, how- 
ever, that fhe explosion was in the lower 
part of the building, for the flames shot up 
the light shaft at once. There was ho eat- 
ing down. The sound of the explosion 
threw the inmates of the Duilding into a 
panic, and on several floors a wild stam- 
pede for the stairways and elevators. To 
add to the panic, the men in charge of the 
elevators ran ther cars up to the top of 
the building, shouting “‘fire’’ on every floor. 

When they reached the top, both eleva- 
tors took on a load of frightened women 
and started for the bottom. The front 
elevator was in charge of Harry Gleason, a 
boy, and the rear one was handled by Wil- 
liam St. John, a young man. Both of the 
men kept their heads, showed much cool- 
mess and bravery, and were instrumental 
in saving many lives. The elevator in the 
front of the duilding was in good order, but 
not calculated to make much specd in 
such an emergency as confronted it today.

SUDDEN DEATH OF MR. A. A, CULLEN 


Mr. Carling Will Be Represented by 
Mr. Dessau—Contest for a Medal.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 16.—The act passed at the 
last session of the legislature to prevent 
tramps or others from stealing or attempt- 
ing to steal a ride on railroad trains was 
put into effect today in the recorder’s court 
for the first time possibly since the law 
was enacted. Two persons, A. W. Wood, 
colored, and Anthony Brown, white, were 
caught on the Georgia Southern train last 
nght attempting to beat the'r way as it 
the train was passing through Houston 
county and were brought to Macon by the 
conductor and turned over to a _ police- 
man and they were carried to the bar- 
racks. They were arraigned in the record- 
er’s court this morning. 

Division Counsel Jordan, of the Georgia 
Southern, was in court and asked that the 
parties be committed for the violation of 
the state law. Mayor Price, as acting re- 
corder, ordered that they be turned over 
to the proper authorfties to be taken to 
Houston county for trial, as that was the 
county in which the offense was commit- 
ted. 

The new law in question, which no ddubt 
haS today received its first application, 
reads as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person to 
ride or attempt to ride on a railroad train 
of any character who conceals himselif 
from the conductor or train authorities 
by hiding under the train or upon the top 
of the train or in box cars or tenders or 
elsewhere for the purpose of avoiding the 
payment of fare or of steaiing a ride 
thereon. 

“Anv person found guilty of violating 
this act shall be punished as for a misde- 
Mmeanor in any county in which such of- 
fense is commitied.’’

Cullen, which occurred suddenly 
this morning at 7 o’clock from neuralgia 
of the heart. He was in his usual good 
heaith yesterday and last night, and atl- 
tended to his business xs usual. ‘ne at- 
tack came on about 2 o’clock this morning 
With exceedingiy severe pains. Med.cal 
attention @%as summoned, but he gradually 
grew worse until death relieved him of his 
sufferings. Mr. Cullen had suffered witn 
neuralgia in the face for severai years. 
Lately it attacked his left arm, and tnis 
morning it seized him in the heart. 

The deceased was familiarly Known as 
Gus Cullen. He wus born .in Sandersville 
forty-three years ago, but with his parents 
moved to Macon in 1861, and has resided 
here ever since. He was engaged i 
fruit, fish and ice business, 
time was in partnership 
Felix Corput, of Macon, now a resident of 
Floyd county.

It was 
attired in a stylish, tasty woolen sult, 
the hair was’ carefully braided, the feet 
were encased in neat black shoes and the 
hands of the corpse were inclosed in new 
kid gloves, harmonizing in color’ with the 
costume.

With the departure of the court of inquiry, 
after a second visit to the scene of the 
wreck of the Maine the tension grows se- 
rious. Tne court, a body like a grand jury 
in its functions, is ready to report. Unless 
there are new discoveries here, which ize 
unlikely, there is nothing to be done but 
for the membcrs to seclude themselves on 
the Iowa and formulate the convictions 
firmly held. 

There is no reason to change the 
that tne court will find that the disaster 
Was caused <3 an explos.on outside the 
Maine. The three chief officers have been 
abeo.utely discreet while the talk of the 
divers has been contradictory.

JURY'S YERDICT

Slayer of John L. Conley Is Charged 
With Manslanghter. 


INQUEST CAUSES EXCITEMENT 


Many Intimations and Sensational 
Charges Are Made. 


EYE-WITNESS MAKES STARTLING STATEMENT 


Negro Woman Swears That Conley 
Did Not Strike Cox with the 
Stick—Cox Refuses to Talk. 


ANSLAUGHTER was the verdict 
of the coroner’s jury in the investi- 
gation of the killing of John L. Con- 


ley by John C. Cox at East Point.The cor- 


oner held an inquest yesterday which lasted 
until 2:30 o’clock, when the verdict of man- 
slaughter was rendered.

For Many Years a Litigant. 

John L. Conley came into prominence 
notice in the courts about fifteen years ago, 
when he was appointed administrator of 
the estate of John Broad, an Englishman 
of wealth, who died without leaving a will. 
Colonel Broad was well known in Atlanta 
and throughout the south, and on account 
of his wealth and prominent social posi- 
tion he was a picturesque character in thé 
early history of Atlanta. 

The wealth of Colonel 
mated at various figures, and while the ex- 
act amount of his property was never ex- 
actly fixed, iit was placed at $40,000 or $50,000. 

In the litigation that followed the ap- 
pointment of John Conley as administra- 
tor of the estate it was charged that he 
sold the esitate at $35,000, the proceeds of 
which, it is claimed, were never satisfac- 
torily accounted for by Conley. A petition 
was filed in the court of ordinary, asking 
for Conley’s removal as administrator. He 
was ruled in the court of ordinary, but this 
was appealed to the superior court. The 
case was then referred to Captain W. D. 
Ellis as auditor and his report showed a 
judgment against Conley amounting to 
albout $30,000. It was. charged at this time 
thiaat Conley had sold the Broad estate, in- 
vested the money in property which he 
deeded nis wife. The heirs at law of Colo- 
nel Broad claim they never received any 
of the money arising from the sale of the 
estate, 

The report of Captain Ellis, which caused 
a sensation at the time owing to the large 
amount involved and tthe prominence of 
Mr. Conley, was for several claims of error 
set aside. This same litigation began fif- 
teen years ago, is still pending in the 
courts. The first case Mr. Burton Smith 
was retained in after h&% admittance to 
the bar was the Conley litigation and Mr. 
Smith is still actively at work in the litiga- 
tion, which has now flooded the court rec- 
ords and consumed many weeks of the at- 
tention of the court.

Conley Fined $6,000.

This is 
said to be the largest fine imposed upon an 
individual in the history of the state. 

A sentence of twelve months in the chain- 
gang was the alternative to the payment 
of the fine. Conley admitted that had 
no money with which to pay the fine and 
one morning, bright and early, he called at 
the office of Sheriff L. P. Thomas and an- 
nounced that he was ready to begin the 
service of the twelve months’ sentence. 
Conley had with him a bundle of clothes 
and was dressed very shabbily, as he stated 
that he had worn his old clothes for the 
purpose of saving his Sunday suit. 

“IT am ready to go,’ was Conley’s 
nouncement at the sheriff's office. 

Conley at that time was very prominent 
throughout the state and had been for 
several years in prominent fe. His father, 
Benjamin L. Conley, filled the unexpired 
term of Governor Bullock and Conley was 
then fresh from the honors of 
eon of the governor.

When the bankers of Paris began to 
draw on the gold reserve of the Bank 
of France, that institution began to de- 
mand a premium on the gold paid out. 
Then, for a short while on. Friday it 
suspended gold payments altogether, ex- 
ercising its right to redeem itg notes in 
silver. ‘Those who go to the bank to 
draw out gold for export know precise- 
ly what to expect. They know they 
will be told that the bank is at that mo- 
ment redeeming its notes in silver five- 
france pieces, but if the applicants are 
obliged to have gold they can buy it by 
paying a premium. 

A writer in The New York Sun says 
that the Bank of France.is controlled 
by the government, and that, from the 
military point of view, the authorities 
desire to retain all the gold they can. 
Well, the bank ig not a government in- 
stitution, nor is it controlled by the 
government in the sense implied by the 
writer in The Sun. Tt is more correct 
to say that it is connected with the gov- 
ernment and subject to its control. In 
return for the privileges granted in its 
charter, it is under obligations to go to 
the assistance of the government when- 
ever called on to do so; and the gov- 
ernment is represented in its directory. 

The bank refuses to pay out gold for 
export on the demand of private bank- 
ers because such a policy would be ruin- 
ous. We have already experienced @ 
few of the disasters attending it. It 
refuses. because gold shipments decrease 
the volume of money, and because the 
notes of the bank are issued on a bime- 
tallic basis—issued under a law that 
gives the bank the right to redeen}ythem 
in gold or silver at its own option, and 
not on the option of its creditor. 

This right is practically held by all 
financial institutions that are connected 
with governments. Even the Bank of 
England,.when its gold reserve is threat- 
ened, has the power to raise the rate of 
discount to such an extent as to make 
the demand for money in the London 
market so insistent that gold will flow 
in from abroad. 

Both the Bank of France and the Bank 
of Germany redeem their notes in silver 
when a demand is made on them for 
gold for export. Gold can be had from 
them, but long before the danger point 
is reached the premium exacted puts an 
end to the demand. There is no coun- 
try in the world except ours whose 
money reserve is free to be raided on by 
foreign interests. It should: be said 
that ours is guarded by law, but no 
other country would tolerate such dis- 
astrous violation of that law as Cleve- 
land put in practice. 

The Bank of France has the right 
to redeem its notes in gold or silver, 
and in an emergency, it may suspend 
zold payments altogether, as was done 
last Friday. Its directors then saw that 
a premium of 7-10 of 1 per cent would 
place the bank on an equality with the 
Bank of England, so far as the demand 
for gold was concerned; and this was 
what actually happened, for on Saturday 
gold was withdrawn from both institu- 
tions. 
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Sinister Omens. 

In an editorial article printed yester- 
day The Constitution referred to e 
programme of the administration as out- 
lined by our Washington correspondent. 
That programme, stripped of all fine 
words, is for Mr. McKinley and his ad- 
visers to take advantage of the war prep- 
arations already made or in process of 
completion, to compel the Cuban pa- 
triots to lay down their arms and sub- 
mit to the Spanish plan of autonomy. 

After that editorial was written, the 
Associated Press, which does not deal 
with such matters lightly, or without 
the highest official authority, sent out 
the dispatch printed in the first column 
of our edition of yesterday. This dis- 
patch presents a statement purporting 
to emanate from ‘a gentleman intimate- 
ly associated with Premier Sagasta and 
Senor Moret, minister of the colonies 
in the Spanish cabinet.” 

This statement by the Associated Press 
means that the statement comes direct 
from the Spanish cabinet; that it pre- 
sents the outlines of an official docu- 
ment; and that it is given out by Mr. 
McKinley, not as a “‘feeler,” but to fa- 
miliarize the public with the scheme 
which has been partially detailed by our 
correspondent. 

In fine, the dispatch seems to be a con- 
firmation of the interpretation which we 
were yesterday compelled to place on 
the intimations from Washington, and 
on the desire of the president to get rid 
of congress at this juncture. We sin-

The Spanish document given out in 
Washington-declares that it would be a 
crime to make war on Spain, and “for 
that crime to civilization and human- 
ity the United States would be respon- 
sible.” All this goes to show the re- 
markable nature of the arguments that 
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have been and are to be brought to bear 


on the people of this country to obtain 
their acceptance of a scheme which has 
for its purpose the perpetuation of the 
horrors and crimes of Spanish rule in 
Cuba. 

In the face of the existing situation in 
that island it seems blasphemous for the 
Spaniards to talk about the crime of 
war. There is no criminal outrage that 
native brutality and ingrained ferocity 
ever conceived of that has not been 
committed in Cuba; and even now, in 
the principal city of the island, thou- 
sands of unfortunate natives are dying 
of starvation, and the Spanish officials 
do not lift a hand to prevent it. 

Is the administration moving for the 
promotion of the interests of a govern- 
ment which permits such a state of af- 
fairs as that? If so, the dullest mind 
can read the future for the president. 
For the sake of the American name we 
should be glad to see him avoid it. 


Organized Labor Speaks. 

What is the sentiment which prevails 
in the ranks of organized labor in this 
country with respect to the strained re- 
lations at present existing between the 
United States and Spain? 

In response to this question we quote 
the language of Mr. Samuel Gompers, 
the recognized leader of the labor ele- 
ment in the United States. Says Mr. 
Gompers in the current number of The 
American Federationist, the official or- 
gan of the American Federation of La- 
bor: 

The workers are not less, but 
more, patriotic than all others, yet they 
abhor war for mere war's sake. If the 
honor of our country has been insulted, if 
the interests of our people are assailed, 
if the lives of our men are wantonly or 
malicious|y destroyed, none will be more 
ready to respond to a call to redress the 
wrong and punish the evildoers than the 
united wage-earners of our country; but 
no spirit of jingoism or false sentimental- 
itv witl move them from their well-ground- 
ed position. In any war labor must not 
only furnish the men to do the fighting, 
to be killed and maimed, to leave the suf- 
fering widows’ and@ orphans’ hearts bleed- 
ing. but the toilers thereafter must bear 
the burden of taxation resulting from such 
a catastrophe, 

To the foregoing language there can 
be no rational objection offered. Its 
tone is both conservative and patriotic, 
and its effect upon the country in the 
present crisis will be salutary. Mr. 
Gompers does not employ the least ex- 
aggeration when he says that the bur- 
den of hostilities in the event of war 
with Spain will fall with greater weight 
upon the ranks“*of labor than upon the 
ranks of any other element of the coun- 
try’s population. Such is the lesson 
which wars in general teach; and in 
view of this fact, the patriotic sentiment 
which today pervades the great army of 
American wage-earners is rich in the 
assurance that Spain cannot assault our 
flag with impunity. 
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Our Agricultural Exports. 

Our American exports are still mainly 
agricultural. ‘This igs evident from the 
fact that 67.63 per cent of our entire ex- 
ports to foreign countries last year con- 
sisted of agricultural products. 

In the aggregate our exports for 1897 
amounted to $1,099,000,000. Of this 
sum not less than $730,323,5l4 is credited 
to agricultural products. Our exports 
of manufactured products are gradually 
increasing from year to year, but it will 
be some time yet before they catch up 
with our exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts. In the following table our ex- 
ports for 1897 are classified under six 
heads, with the aggregate amounts and 
percentages in each case:

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American Patents. 

The annual report of the commissioner 
of patents, recently laid before cong:ess, 
shows that not less than 23,729 patents 
were granted to American inventors dur- 
irg the past year. 

In proportion to population, Connecti- 
cut heads the list of states contributing 
to swell the number of patents granted 
to successful applicants. In Connecti- 
cut one patent was granted to every 786 
inhabitants. Next in order ranks Mas: 
sachusetts, the District of Columbia, 
New Jersey and New York.

This 
is due to the fact that the study of elec- 
triciy has, for the time being, over- 
shadowed other investigations: and in 
all probability what is true of the pat- 
ents issued during the past year will be 
true of the patents issued for some t{me 
to come. 

When American ingenuity is exhaust- 
ed there will be no more patents issued 
either on this or the _ other side of 
the water, and what the future holds in 
store for us in the way of patents can 
only be conjectured.

| THERE WILL BE NO WAR 


SAYS EX*CONSUL ADAMS. 


“T do not think there will be any war 
with Spain,” said Captain Charles L. 
Adams, ex-consul to Cadiz, Spain, yester- 
day. 

“Spain @® in no financial condition to 
fight the United States and the educated 
people over there know that perfectly 
well. They are a brave and chivalrous 
people. They are intensely patriotic and 
they will fight to a finish if they get into 
it. But they are not seeking any new 
troubles, having enough on their hands 
with Cuba and the Philippine islands. 
Spain’s population is only about 17,000,000, 
while we have four times that number. 
Spain is bankrupt, while the United States 
go down in their big pocket and take out 
$5,000,000 as if it were only street car fare. 
The masses of the Spanish people do 
bitterly resent the position or what they 
think is the position of the United States 
in regard to Cuba. They believe that this 
country wants to acquire that island and 
they Spanish are determined to hold on 
to Cuba if it takes their last man and 
their last peseta. A peseta is equivalent 
to 20 cents in our money. It is just about 
the same as the French franc.” 

Captdin Adams is a Virginian by birth. 
He was appointed consul to Cadiz by 
President Cleveland and his term expired 
only last November. He says that he 
was well treated by the Spanish while he 
lived in their country and he has many 
friends over there, as well as being con- 
nected with the wine importing business. 
He was right in the sherry wine section 
of Spain and the greater part of the sherry 
which was exported to the United States 
during his four years at Cadiz passed 
out under him. 


“The most famous sherry, Amontillado, 
all comes from one little section not as 
big as a Georgia county. There are only 
12,000 acres. all told, of the white soil 
country which produces the very best 
sherry. There are other sherries, also 
good, but not ranking so high with the 
connoisseurs and the territory in which 
these are made is much larger. The aver- 
age production of sherry wine is 300 gal- 
lons to the acre.”’ 

Sherry is made from a white grape, 
which resembles very closely the Malaga. 
It is a sweet grape and delicious to the 
taste. Captain Adams says that the wine 
is made just as it was three or four hun- 
dred years ago. The men still tread 
the grapes in the wine press. They put 
on heavy leather boots and crush out the 
juice with their boots. Lovers of sherry, 
however, will not be likely to lose their 
taste on that account, because the boots 
get saturated with the juice of the grape 
and the taste of the leather could not be 
‘detected even by a palate as delicate as 
that of the'Kentucky colonel who declared 
that there was a tack in the barrel of 
whisky. 

The men who work in the wine presses 
have a thirst and a capacity for holding 
sherry rivaling the capacity of workmen 
in a brewery for beer. Any Spaniard who 
works in a wine press will drink two gal- 
lons of sherry a day and then go to sleep 


feeling a little dry. 
Sherry is one of the old wines. It Was 
the ‘“‘sack’’ of Shakespeare’s time, the 


beverage of Falstaff and the other topers, 
as well as of the more temperate. It was 
the fashionable drink of that day and it 
has retained in a large degree its popu- 
larity. In Spain everybody drinks sherry, 
says Captain Adams. The rich drink the 
best quality, while the poor people have 
the cheaper kinds. 2 

‘“‘All sherries in a natural state are quite 
dry,’’ says Captain Adams. “That is, the 
fermentation has removed all trace of su- 
gar, and in this dry state the wine is al- 
lowed to mature in the cellars of the grow- 
ers. But dry wine is limited. Public taste 
demands a slight addition of a sweeter 
wine, and of course the growers seek to 
please the public palate. 

“No rain falls in the wine country for 
four months of the year. The summers 
are rainless. The vintage takes place in 
September. The presses are wide troughs, 
rather larger than a billiard table, but 
with high sides, and the juice of the graps 
runs out at the corners into casks placed 
beneath. Fermentation commences imme- 
diately and in this state the wines are ta- 
ken to the cellars tg cool. In the course 
of fermentation wines from the same vine- 
yard piaced in different casks will turn 
out to be of different qualities. Some of it 
may be of the very best quality, while 
other casks range down through poorer 
qualities until some of it is found to be 
vinegar. This is due to chemical changes, 
but what causes the difference in the chem- 
ical action has never been definitely de- 
termined.”’ 

When Captain Adams returned home he 
became associated with the largest wine 
importing house in this country, his study 
of wine growing agroad having given him 
valuable information about the business. 


Twice during his consulship the Spanish 
wanted to attack the consulate, but the au- 
thorities sent strong military guards 
protect the building and the consul. It was 
time when there were outbreaks of 
Cuban sentiment in congress. 

“The Spanish live largely in the glory of 
their past,’ says Captain Adams. ‘‘They 
are proud of their history. At one time 
Spain owned South America, Mexico, Lou- 
isiana, California and Florida, but she has 
been. losing ground ever since the loss of 
the Spanish Armada: Now her foreign 
possessions consist only of Cuba and the 
Philippines and one or two other small 
islands. She was not able to hold her own 
with the more rapidly growing nations. 
she has rich mines at home. Her wine in- 
dustry brings in a large income to a part 
of her population. Her iron and sulphur 
and quicksilver add to the country’s wealth 
but now the government is deeply in debt 
and it is marvelous how the country has 
been able to keep up its war in Cuba 80 
welt. She has a strong navy, but .with a 
declaration of war against the United 
States her shattered credit would digap- 
pear and I do not see how she could rates 
any more money. The Rothschilds own 
her railroads and it is said have mort- 
gages on the quicksilver mines and every- 
thing else which the nation could put up 
as coHateral. I am sorry for the Cubans 
and for Spain, too, because it is sad to see 
a nation losing its grip and falling behind 
in tne race of supremacy.”

The names pro- 
posed were Walter B. Hill, of Macon, for 
chief justice; W. R. “Leakin, of Chatham, 
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BEN MILLIKEN.

and Hal Lewis, of Greene, for associate 
justice for the short term. Mr. Hill is a 
prohibitionist, Mr. Leakin is a republican 
and Mr. Lewis is a democrat. The combin- 
ation did not seem to guit the convention, 
and there was a fiery midnight debate as 
to whether or not it was good politics to 
have any politics at all involved in the 
matter of nominating candidates for judi- 
cial offices.
